THERE is appearing in New 
York a weekly publication called 
Racing Star. It claims to be “the 
truthful racing paper,’ with em- 
phasis on truthful. The leading 
article on its first page says: “It 
has come to light that the ‘infor- 
mation’ bureau had to guarantee 
the purses at Lexington before 
that track would announce its 
opening.” THE BLOOD-HORSE has 
from Sewell Combs, president of 
the Kentucky Association and 
member of the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission, assurance 
that no such agreement has been 
made. As has been printed, the 
General News Bureau will be per- 
mitted to send out racing results 
and news from the telegraph of- 
fices on the Kentucky race tracks, 
and will pay a per diem for that 
privilege, as in other states, and 
as was formerly the custom in 
Kentucky, but it is in no sense a 
guarantee of purses. Neither can 
it be justly construed to mean that 
the General News Bureau has ac- 
quired any dictatorial position as 
regards Kentucky racing. As a 
matter of fact, G. N. B. reports 
will be under strict telegraphic 
censorship, as have been the press 
and commercial messages going 
out from Kentucky tracks during 
each racing afternoon for the last 
two decades. There is nothing 
changed in the situation except 
that the Kentucky tracks now are 
to be paid for what has been taken 
through powerful field glasses 
from over their fences. The de- 
cision to hold a meeting at Lex- 
ington was reached in December, 
at which time 10 days were al- 
lotted; to begin April 15. When 
it later was made known that 
there would be a hiatus covering 
the first two weeks in April, the 
Racing Commission granted Man- 
ager Thomas S. Scott’s application 
to change the Lexington meeting 
to 13 days, beginning April 8. 
THE BLOOD-HORSE does not believe 
the General News Bureau will ever 
be permitted to control the Ken- 
tucky tracks. 


BETTING AWAY FROM TRACK 


ORSEMEN who bet their money away from the 

tracks over which they race their charges are 
actually taking money out of their own pockets and 
handing it over to persons who contribute nothing 
toward the support of racing, or so nearly nothing 
that the sum is infinitesimal. 

We have said this previously, several times, in 
THE BLoop-HorsE. We doubtless will say it again; 
often, may be, because our experience has taught us 
that horsemen, as a rule, are not easily persuaded to 
change their ways. 

Horsemen have the notion that if they wager at 
the course everyone there will know about it and will 
follow their money to such an extent that the returns 
on their winning horses will be scant. 

Truth is that by wagering away horsemen get the 
very results they are seeking to avoid. Their plans 
are disclosed and the prices are usually reduced to 
figures that would not have been reached had the 
horsemen stepped up to a wicket and openly placed 
the wagers at the course. 

It seems impossible to get into the minds of 
horsemen the truth that if all, or an appreciable per- 
centage, of them would wager at the course, the 
prices would be better. If they were all betting their 
money there it would be difficult for anyone to get 
a line on the probable winner. 

There would be no identification of what, in 
poolroom and handbook circles, has come to be called 
“smart money.” 

Now, here is what we would impress upon the 
horsemen. If and when you bet your money at the 
track, the racing association gets its authorized com- 
mission. (We are speaking now of tracks under 
control of governing bodies.) That authorized com- 
mission is seldom more than 10 per cent, plus the 
breaks, in some instances. We do not know of au- 
thorization of as much as 15 per cent, which is the 
lowest the bookmaker figures to cover his expense. 

When the association gets its commission, what- 
ever may be the percentage, it is used in part to pay 
its purses to the winning horsemen. If the horsemen 
help to make the turnover large, it naturally follows 
that they will be in position to demand that the 
governing body decrease the commission and increase 
the purses. Thus, by betting at the track, along with 
the public, the horsemen also put themselves into a 
commanding position. 

Think it over, Mr. Horseman, and quit betting 
your money away from the track.

AT ONTARIO ESTABLISHMENTS 


By LIEvUT.-COL. FRANK MOSS 


VISIT was paid recently to the Trinity Stud 

Farm at Agincourt, near Toronto, owned by 
H. C. Hatch. This is a well appointed estab- 
lishment, with excellent stables and nearly a 
quarter of a mile covered track where horses 
can be worked in bad weather. Mr. Hatch has 
shown great enterprise in his breeding opera- 
tions. The first horse seen was a 2-year-old filly 
by Trigo, the English Derby winner, from one 
of the best racing mares we ever had in Canada, 
Tattling, by Marathon, by Martagon. This filly 
is powerful and deep-hearted, and I am told she 
has worked well. Mr. Hatch has a 3-year-old 
filly by Coronach, another English Derby winner, 
out of Tattling, the same mare. This filly has 
not been a winner up to the present, but on looks 
should give a good account of herself this year. 

The stallion at the head of the establishment 
is Sweepster, by Sweep out of Oktibbena, by 
*Rock Sand, second dam by Hastings. This is a 
beautiful horse, well balanced and full of quality. 
Another stallion there is Buddy Bauer, a chest- 
nut by *North Star III—Bed of Roses, by 
Cunard, second dam by Melton. Both of these 
were fast horses themselves and good winners 
against high-class horses. Buddy Bauer has been 
at the establishment only a short time and none 
of his stock has yet arrived, but there were a 
number of 2- and 3-year-olds by Sweepster, all 
looking in the best possible condition. 

The most promising probably is Pensweep, a 
3-year-old by Sweepster out of Penitent, by 
Pennant. This is a Plate eligible and on looks 
there is nothing better in the country. He ran 
some good races last year and if he can be 
caught at his best, will be hard to beat among 
Canadian 3-year-olds. 

There is also the 4-year-old Easter Hatter, 
by Mad Hatter out of Penitent. This colt ran 
in the Plate last year but did not come up to 
his best form and has been saved for this year’s 
race. On looks and on the best performances 
he has put up, he should be among the favorites. 

There is a 2-year-old filly by Sweepster out 
of Gold Vale, by Rock of Gold; another by Sweep- 
ster out of Primrose Path, by Pebbles; a 2-year- 
old colt by Sweepster out of Penitent, a brother 
of Pensweep, and another 2-year-old colt by 
Sweepster out of Saffron, by Marathon. This 
last ran some fast quarters as a yearling. A 
particularly good 2-year-old filly was noticed, 
by The Porter out of Ashburne Lassie, by Colin. 

A foal a week old by Sweepster from *Golden 
Lure, by The Boss (by Orby) is a smart young- 
ster. The mare *Golden Lure was a good winner 
in Ireland. 

A number of yearlings, including fillies by 
Sweepster, *Chicle, *Dis Done and Whichone, 
and a colt by The Porter are a promising lot. 

This stable has, up to the present, not had 
all the success that might have been expected, 
but from the breeding of some of the young 
stock coming on, from the excellent facilities 
for handling and training, and from the general 
appearance of the young stock, it should cer- 
tainly make its mark in Canadian racing in the 
near future. I have not seen horses anywhere 
with more blooming coats and more general 
healthy looks than those at this establishment. 
They reflect great credit on the stud groom 
John Annesley, and J. M. Jaeger, who handles the 
young stock preparatory to their final training.

Among the horses at J. C. Fletcher’s estab- 
lishment at Downsview near Toronto, were no- 
ticed some broodmares, as follows: 

Hidden Crown, by Disguise, dam of several 
winners, in foal to Frisius; Rock On, by Trap 
Rock, dam of several winners, including Fair- 
bank (King’s Plate), and Heap Good, one of 
this year’s favorites for the same race; Fair- 
bank, by *Sobieski or *Anmer, bred to Frisius; 
Aprisa, (dam of several winners), by *Kismet 
(by Melton), dam Elsie L., a stakes winner by 
St. Leonards; Chiquita, by Luke McLuke, in 
foal to Frisius. 

Among the young stock are several promis- 
ing 2-year-olds by Old Koenig, sire of two Plate 
winners, and *Ruskin, a young sire which was 
a good race horse, by Bridge of Earn (by Cyllene) 
out of Scaramuccia, by Spearmint. Among the 
older horses in training are two likely 3-year- 
olds, Heap Good, by Fitzwilliam, and Our Sonny, 
by Old Koenig—Fairbank. These are both 
King’s Plate eligibles and are highly thought 
of. Mr. Fletcher’s stock all looks well.

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ODDS AND ENDS 


By OLD ROSEBUD 


HE Preakness, to be decided Saturday, May 
13, with its added value of $25,000, precisely 
half that of the week earlier Kentucky Derby, 
attracted the nomination of every high-class colt 
and filly named for the Derby plus such import- 
ant ones as Golden Way, Rush Hour, Quel Jeu 
and Edelweiss. This is rather surprising to those 
who naturally had expected that should any of 
the better sort be omitted from one of these 
races it would be from the Preakness, in view 
of the Kentucky race’s carrying twice as much 
added money. But that one week’s gain in the 
training period, the fact that the Preakness is 
a sixteenth of a mile shorter than the mile-and- 
a-quarter Derby, and the short haul to Pimlico 
resulted in the Preakness including in its 75 
nominees more performers of known class than 
are on the list of the 118 named for the Derby. 
Which is no indication that the Preakness will 
attract a better field than the Derby. The most 
important of the nominees to the Pimlico special 
which is absent from the Louisville race, J. E. 
Widener’s Golden Way, suspected in some 
quarters of having feathers on his legs because 
of his ducking in behind his horses under a 
drive, may not get to the post before the running 
of the rich Belmont stakes. 
* * 
HE Everglade Stable of Ward and Burton 
certainly encountered a run of bad luck 
when Wise Daughter contracted a cough causing 
her withdrawal from the Nursery Stakes No. 2 
and Dartle was forced out of the Hialeah Juvenile 
by the same complaint. They looked to have 
these $2,500 events at their mercy when stricken 
ill. The Hialeah Juvenile was marred by Mills’ 
confusion at Slapdash’s tardiness in catching her 
stride. But the winner, Dixiana’s Constant Wife, 
must be a smart sort. She apparently is another 
of those good daughters of *Chicle, which has 
sent so many stakes-winning fillies to the races. 
The get of *Chicle are expected to be ill-tempered 
and many of them have been unable to untrack 
themselves in soft footing, but he’s a justly popu- 
lar sire, nevertheless. 
* * * 
T would be better that officials take no action 
at all than that they refuse to sustain a foul 
claim, allow the placings to stand unchanged, 
then set the alleged offender down. Unpopular 
with the customers or not, the horse guilty of 
an infraction should be disqualified.

Tercera string might house three dozen 
juvenile fillies and not develop three such 
clever performers as James Fitzsimmons did 
from the five in the Wheatley Stable last year. 
This trio of high-class young Thoroughbreds 
comprises Edelweiss, Notebook and Iseult. Each 
is breezing steadily at Aqueduct. Despite the 
fact that Edelweiss is the only one of their 
humber that failed to earn a single stakes all 
last season, she has been selected to represent 
the establishment in the Preakness. Like Swivel, 
which she has defeated, Edelweiss is the type of 
filly that gives the impression of being able to 
get big distances and has the physique not to be 
at a disadvantage as to size and strength com- 
peting with the colts. Notebook’s Selima was a 
far more convincing effort than any turned in 
to date by Edelweiss, but the latter appears a 


better Preakness hazard. Edelweiss, by *Chicle, 
is inbred to Carbine, and has close-up dashes of 
*Negofol and Sardanapale. Notebook is bred 
precisely like Whichone, being by *Chicle from 
Flyleaf, sister to Whichone’s dam. 

* * * 


ARRANAGA’S races to date this season have 

been strange. He went to Hialeah with the 
reputation of being the best horse in training at 
that point, only to disappoint keenly several 
times against horses he should have beaten. Just 
when all hope of his winning was despaired by 
those who had been backing him into favoritism, 
he came blithely down to the officials on the front 
end of a field of the same sort. Following this 
sudden discovery of good form with a rank fail- 
ure, he went to Cuba in low caste and proceeded 
to make hacks of the best field that has paraded 
or will parade, all winter. This is the horse which 
rolled up a string of five straight, three of them 
stakes, in New York competition late last season. 
Handicapper Vosburgh did not err when he gave 
Larranaga 116 pounds for the Metropolitan.

OM HEALEY, head of the C. V. Whitney 

training staff, reports Equipoise and The 
Darb breezing along smoothly at Brookdale. 
Equipoise will be ready for his Metropolitan en- 
gagement and The Darb for the Kentucky Derby, 
barring mishaps. If any of the newly-turned 4- 
year-olds give the Pennant horse a tussle for 
leadership of the handicap division, it likely will 
be Faireno, which Trainer Fitzsimmons now has 
under saddle, but not breezing, at Aqueduct. 
Faireno probably will not be ready before late 
May. The same applies to Caterwaul, whose 
knees were fired rather late and with which 
Healey will take no chances through a hurried 
and strenuous prep for early season specials like 
the Kentucky Derby. It is 30-1 the Mad Hatter 
colt does not appear for the Louisville classic, 
for while his knees have cleaned up nicely, he 
naturally is not so forward as The Darb, which 
probably will be the stable’s main reliance for 
that 10-furlong test. Top Flight also is under 
saddle at Brookdale. Her trouble is being slowly 
overcome and as a consequence she will arrive 
late, if at all. No engagements have been made 
for her.

HE C. V. Whitney 2-year-olds at Brookdale 

are a prepossessing and well mannered lot, 
though nothing much in the way of extended 
speed has as yet been required of them. The 
youngster by Pennant-Nemesis, known to read- 
ers of THE BLOOD-HORSE as “Calico Dick,” will 
perform under the name of Rhadamanthus. The 
half-brother, by *Chicle, to The Bull and Rap- 
scallion has been named Roustabout. He is high- 
ly regarded by Trainer Healey. Sassafras is the 
name of a bay colt by *Chicle out of that fleet- 
running mare Miss Whisk. This one is a brother 
to Dustemall and his dam is sister to John P. 
Grier. Elf Lock was selected for the bay daugh- 
ter of *Chicle and Wendy. She is sister to Elf, 
dam of Boojum, fastest of all Whitney Thorough- 
breds. The first of the Futurity-winning Mother 
Goose’s produce to reach racing age is a bay 
filly, a daughter of Mad Hatter, that will be 
known to racegoers as Gooseflesh. The promis- 
ing daughter of *Sickle—Frilette has been named 
Jabot. Another of Healey’s favorites is Hooligan, 
own brother, by Upset—Rosie o’ Grady, to De 
Valera.

NEW HAMPSHIRE. 

T Concord, March 16, by vote of 19 to 4 the 

Senate of the New Hampshire legislature 
adopted House Bill No. 289, legalizing betting 
under the pari-mutuel system, which had passed 
the lower branch on March 8. The measure in 
its completed form was delivered to Governor 
John G. Winant on March 17. The Governor de- 
clined to sign the bill and said he would appear 
in the Senate on Tuesday of this week to state 
his objections and to ask for certain changes. It 
appears that the Governor disapproves of those 
portions of the bill referring to exemption of town 
and county fairs from its tax provisions; certain 
features as regards the admission tax, and also 
to the repealing clause. The Governor, it is stated, 
feels that the repealing clause might have the 


effect of entirely doing away with the gambling 


laws of the New Hampshire statutes. 


CALIFORNIA. 


The Woolwine-Maloney racing bill permitting 


betting on horse racing under the pari-mutuel 
system in the State of California passed the As- 
sembly of the California legislature at Sacra- 
mento twice last week, and is now with the Sen- 
ate. By a vote of 50 to 29 on March 15 the meas- 
ure was first adopted, whereupon Assembly- 
woman Eleanor Miller, of Pasadena, one of the 
leaders of opposition, gave notice she would de- 
mand reconsideration at the Assembly’s session 
the following day. Under Assemblywoman Mil- 
ler’s demand, a second vote was taken on March 
16 and the measure was adopted 45 to 30 and 
reached the Senate on March 17. This commit- 
tee has announced that a public hearing on the 
merits of the bill will be arranged and that time 
for arguments both fcr and against the measure 
will be given. Early action by the Senate has 
been assured. 

There were several amendments offered before 
the measure was put to a vote in the Assembly. 
The bill provides for a State Racing Commission 
of three members to be appointed by the Gover- 
nor, to have complete authority over racing in 
California and to serve without salary, as in Ken- 
tucky. From the pari-mutuels the State is to 
have 4 per cent of the turnover and the racing 
companies are allowed an additional 8 per cent, 
making a total of 12 per cent. Dog racing is not 


mentioned. Horse racing is not permitted after 
7 o’clock in the evening. In Los Angeles ang 
San Francisco counties, and within a radius of 
20 miles of San Francisco County—which is to 
say in San Mateo and Alameda Counties—there 
can be racing for 100 days in a year. In all other 
counties the limit is 14 days in a year. County 
fairs are exempted from control of the racing 
commission and from the right to have racing 
with betting. The pari-mutuel authority does not 
extend to tracks of less than one mile. After the 
expenses of the racing commission are paid, the 
revenue accruing to the state would go largely to 
the unemployment relief fund. 


MISSOURI. 


The effort to secure legalization of pari-mutue 
betting in Missouri failed last week. Senator 
Carroll Wisdom’s bill which was introduced on 
January 19, was adopted by the Senate at Jeffer- 
son City March 13, the vote being 21 to 8. It 
was reported favorably in the House of Repre- 
sentatives by the Committee on Private Corpora- 
tions and on March 16 came up for action by the 
Representatives, with the result that it was de 
feated by vote of 73 against to 56 for it. After 
this vote was counted and before it was announced 
a number of Representatives changed from “yes” 
to “no,” with the result that the recorded vote 
was 94 against and 36 for. The Kansas City Star 
of March 16, in a dispatch from Jefferson City, 
said that this action was “the biggest surprise 
of the legislative session,” and that the action 
came “after rural members served notice that 
passage of the measure might cost the Demo- 
cratic party a victory at the next election.” Fur- 
ther along in its dispatch The Star says: 

“It was evident from the start of the House 
debate that there were too many dogs and not 
enough horses in the bill. Many members after- 
wards expressed the opinion that they would 
have voted for the bill if dog racing had been 
excluded from its provisions. Amendments to 
exclude dog races, however, were defeated during 
the course of perfection. 

“Kansas City political leaders do not want dog 
races, while St. Louis does. That explains the 
provisions of the bill that would have permitted 
anything to race—-even caterpillars or horned 
toads.” 


OHIO. 


Governor George White, at Columbus, 0 
March 20, issued a statement in which he ex- 
pressed his belief that a horse racing bill should 
be passed before the Ohio legislature takes its 
recess. He said that he would “veto any bill 
which does not give the power to counties to 
amply protect themselves, if they so _ desire, 
against horse racing at which there is legalized 
pari-mutuel, certificate or any other form of 
legalized betting.” He further is of the opinion 
that the people should be extended this right of 
decision at the present time and that they should 
not be called upon to wait for two years after 
the law becomes effective, as is proposed in the 
Emmons bill. The Governor stated that “the 
urgency of getting some bill passed is to do away 
at once with the illegality of racing in those 
counties where racing and race betting has beet 
carried out in contravention of the law.” The 
other object of the bill is, of course, to provide 
some considerable revenue badly needed by the 
state. The Governor proposed that a new bill 
be drawn or the Emmons bill revised. The Gov- 
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ernor wants a measure that will “make the large 
running track operators put on high grade, first 
class running meets, which will merit and draw 
the patronage of the sportsmen of the state.” 

Dog men were accorded an audience with 
Governor White during the afternoon of March 
20 and the same night they had a hearing before 
the committee of the Senate which has the rac- 
ing bill under consideration. The Governor is 
quoted as having told the dog men that he would 
not veto a bill granting dog racing under control 
of a racing commission if such a bill is passed 
by the General Assembly. 

The Columbus Citizen of March 14, says, under 
the caption “A ‘Gyp’ Race Bill,” that Ohio should 
have legalized betting on horse racing and that 
“it is time that the scandal of illegal racing with 
the connivance of sheriffs and other law enforce- 
ment officers is ended, but the state’s need of a 
racing act is not so great that it can afford to 
pass the Emmons bill.” 


NEW YORK. 

At Albany, March 14, Senator James J. Craw- 
ford, Democrat of Brooklyn, introduced a bill 
providing an 8 per cent tax on the gross operat- 
ing revenue of racing companies. Senator 
Crawford, explaining this bill, said that it would 
take the teeth out of the state anti-gambling law 
and permit wagering at race tracks. He thought 
it would produce approximately $1,000,000 a year 
revenue for the state, of which $250,000 would be 
used for agricultural requirements. The plan 
further provided for the assessment by the racing 
companies of bookmakers whose operations at 
the courses would be sanctioned by the state. 

This bill is said, in dispatches from Albany to 
The Morning Telegraph (New York) to have the 
favor of turfmen and track owners. Its adoption 
would so revise the Hart-Agnew statute that 
much needed relief would be afforded to the 
New York tracks and at the same time it would 
afford the state a source of revenue directly 
from racing and from the operation of race 
tracks. It would also pave the way for a popular 
vote upon the question of legalizing pari-mutuels 
or the totalisator at a later date. 

The bill introduced sometime ago by Joseph E. 
Stephens, Democrat of New York, to submit to 
the people the question as to whether the exist- 
ing statutes and constitutional provisions should 
be modified to permit bookmaking, lotteries, open 
betting and pool selling for the purpose of raising 
revenue for the state, was defeated in the As- 
sembly Judiciary Committee on March 18 when 
—— voted not to report the bill out of com- 
mittee. 


NEW JERSEY. 


By a vote of 40 to 12, after a long debate, the 
New Jersey Assembly at Trenton on March 13 
adopted a resolution to provide a state referen- 
dum on the proposal that horse racing with pari- 
mutuel pooling be legalized. As soon as this reso- 
lution was adopted Assemblyman Siracusa of 
Atlantic County, moved his bill to create a State 
Racing Commission of three persons to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor with the consent of the 
Senate, and it was quickly passed, 35 to 19. The 
resolution had been presented by Assemblyman 
Altman, of Atlantic County. It must be approved 
y two successive legislatures before it is sub- 
mitted for a state-wide vote. Under Assembly- 
man Siracusa’s bill a Racing Commission will be 
set up immediately the measure is enacted 


into law and signed by the Governor. Members 
of the commission would not draw salaries and 
would hold office for five years each. The total 
annual expenses of the commission would be lim- 
ited to $5,000. Corporations applying to the com- 
mission for licenses would pay to the state treas- 
urer 10 per cent of gross admissions, to be used 
in hospitals caring for charity patients or in 
homes for crippled children. 


DELAWARE. 


Senator C. R. Van Sant’s bill permitting horse 
racing in Delaware, which had previously been 
adopted by the Senate, was passed in the House 
of Representatives at Dover, March 17, the vote 
having been 30 to nothing with three members 
not voting. The bill has been placed before Gov- 
ernor Buck. The measure provides for a State 
Racing Commission of three members, each of 
whom is to be paid $1 per year for his services. 
Racing under the bill’s provisions is not to exceed 
30 days in the entire State, and no race is to be 
run for less than $700 purse. The State is to 
have 20 cents on each admission. License from 
the State Racing Commission is required before 
a track can open and a fine of $1,000 is imposed 
against any betting or wagering. 

A bill which had previously passed the House 
and designed to legalize betting on horse races 
in Delaware was defeated in the Senate on 
March 20, but it is understood that it may be 
restored to the calendar and in that event 
Senator Edward A. Hart, who voted against it, 
would be in favor of it on next reading. 


WEST VIRGINIA. 


Governor H. G. Kump, of West Virginia, at 
Charleston on March 17, vetoed a bill to legalize 
pari-mutuel pooling on horse racing in that state. 
The measure, which was sponsored by Senator 
Earl H. Smith and which had previously passed 
the Senate, was adopted in the House of Repre- 
sentatives on March 13. It was the last bill to 
have favorable action in the House at the session 
which ended last week. Governor Kump stated 
that the measure was unconstitutional in that its 
title did not conform with the text of the bill. 
The title was, ‘To promote the growing of blue 
grass.’”’ The measure provided for a Racing Com- 
mission and permitted 10 per cent commission on 
pooling, of which 3 per cent was to go to the 
state. It is reported that the measure was backed 
by a group of persons who intended to build a 
track in the northern portion of the state not far 
from New Cumberland. The site selected is 32 
miles from Pittsburgh and the population within 
daily riding distance is 2,500,000. 


TEXAS. 


The House of Representatives of the Texas 
legislature in session at Austin, on March 20, by 
a vote of 71 against to 63 for defeated the bill 
proposing legalization of the pari-mutuel system 
of betting at race courses. This action came as 
a surprise to the proponents of the measure who 
had believed that it would pass. It is a blow to 
the breeders of horses in the Lone Star state, 
since they had high hopes of the resumption of 
racing in an organized way during this year. 


OREGON. 

Governor Julius L. Meier at Salem, on March 
14, signed the bill creating a State Racing Com- 
mission and permitting betting at race courses 
under the pari-mutuel system. 
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FLORIDA 


TROPICAL PARK. 


EPORTS from Tropical Park indicate that 

the 17-day meeting which began there Mon- 
day, March 13, will be profitable to the manage- 
ment. With $500 purses, and no stakes races on 
the program, the plant pays a comparatively low 
rate for its performers, yet has been able to 
attract good crowds and good play. No at- 
tempt is being made to rival the splendid Hialeah 
Park meeting, but the public has responded well 
to the sport offered. On March 18, the first Sat- 
urday of the meeting, the largest crowd in the 
track’s two seasons was present. Newspaper es- 
timates of the crowd ran above 8,000 persons. 
The turnstiles counted 7,832 paid admissions for 
the day. The crowd opening day, Monday, March 
13, was guessed at 7,000. On other days of the 
week almost as many persons were admitted to 
the grounds. Full figures of the attendance and 
mutuel play have not been published, as they 
were for the Hialeah Park meeting, but the 
“handle” appears to have heen sufficiently large 
to indicate that the meeting will be profitable, 
even if the average play does not show an in- 
crease over that of the opening week. The trend 
so far has been upward. The fact that the wager- 
ing was greater than expected caused a new $50 
betting machine to be installed in the main mu- 
tuel plant late in the week. The daily double is 
on the first and third races and there are 
quinellas (one-two combinations) for the sixth 
and seventh races. For the first three days only 
one quinella was used, but it proved so popular 
that another was instituted on Thursday. Bets 
are taken up to the time the horses enter the 
starting gate. Mutuels are closed electrically by 
A. J. Cleary, steward representing the State Rac- 
ing Commission. The control is operated from 
the stewards’ stand. 


HIALEAH PARK TURNOVER. 

After the close of the 45-day meeting at 
Hialeah Park, the Miami Jockey Club sent out 
statistics for the racing there. These statistics, 
along with comparative figures for the 39-day 
meeting of 1932, were as follows:

The mutuel turnover for this year represents 
an increase of $1,795,958, or 28.8 per cent, over 
1932. The increase in the daily average turn- 
over is $18,568, or 11.6 per cent. The increase 
in the daily average attendance is 2,004, or 85 per 
cent, a demonstration of the wisdom of the “dol- 
lar gate.” 

The daily “handle’’ for the last week of the 
meeting was as follows:

The total for the last week was $931,091, daily 
average $155,182. The $85,083 play of Tuesday, 
March 7, the lowest of the meeting, was the re- 
sult of a severe rainstorm which came up at 
noon, just at the time to cut the attendance to 
the lowest point of the entire session (2,126 by 
the turnstile count). 

The State of Florida, from its 3 per cent tax 
on pari-mutuel play, collects $241,159.29. Other 
revenue derived by the State from the Hialeah 
Park meeting; $50,758.27, tax on admissions;

$16,614, occupational tax. Total paid to state, 
$308,531.56. 

The heavy play in the totalisator was not 
enough to prevent Hialeah Park from being a 
losing proposition. “Beau Belmont,’’ correspond- 
ent for The Morning Telegraph (New York), last 
week quoted Col. E. R. Bradley, one of the prin- 
cipal stockholders: 

“We'll go into the red around $70,000, as near 
as I can figure it right now, though these figures 
would have been much lighter only for the na- 
tion-wide bank moratorium, which cut into the 
last seven days of our meeting. Just before that 
went into effect we were $44,000 loser. Included 
in this was the $17,000 which charity day cost 
us. It should not be forgotten that it took plenty 
to maintain the plant from the time the 1932 ses- 
sion closed until this winter’s racing opened. 
One item alone was $53,000, for refreshing and 
caring for the shrubbery and flowers. We no 
longer will face such an expense. Then, too, there 
was the interest on a million dollars, which was 
borrowed. I think that under the conditions that 
prevailed during the final week, which normally 
is the biggest of all, we did well to book no heav- 
ier loss. Next winter, with an average handle of 
$190,000, we will make money.”

CHARLEY O. 


N the front cover of THE BLOOD-HORSE this 

week is Len Wetherall’s picture of the R. M. 
Eastman Estate’s Charley O., taken after the 
colt had won the Florida Derby the closing day at 
Hialeah Park. The picture shows a rugged horse 
of strong constitution, bigger than Mike Hall. 

Charley O. was bred by the late R. M. Eastman 
and foaled April 24, 1930, at H. P. Headley’s 
Beaumont Farm, Lexington. At two, trained by 
Tommy Taylor, he started 10 times, was twice 
winner, once second, three times third, earning 
$1,720. His first start was at Washington Park, 
June 24, when he finished second to Llandaff in 
a 51!2-furlong race at the close of which he was 
gaining fast. His first win was in his fourth 
race, at Hawthorne, August 31, when he beat a 
field of maidens at 6 furlongs. The chart says 
he was entered to be claimed for $1,000 in this 
race. Charley O. started in two stakes as a 2- 
year-old—the Breeders’ Futurity and the Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club Stakes. In the Breeders’ Fu- 
turity he had no chance, as his rider was almost 
unseated at the start. He also began slowly in 
the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes. 

As a 3-year-old Charley O. is following in the 
footsteps of his illustrious brother, Mike Hall, 
which became one of the country’s leading stakes 
winners after having been a selling plater early 
in his career. Charley O.’s victory in the Florida 
Derby on March 11 was a surprise not only to 
the public, but also to his connections, and not 
even his Derby win was enough to convince those 
who knew the colt-——-or thought they knew him— 
that he is a high-class horse. Nevertheless 
Trainer Taylor is planning to prepare him for 
the Kentucky Derby. The stable has been shipped 
from Hialeah Park to Churchill Downs. 

Judging Charley O. from his pedigree, his im- 
provement at three was the thing to be expected. 
He is by *Hourless (*Negofol—Hour Glass II, 
by *Rock Sand) out of *Clonakilty, by Catmint, 
second dam *Catamount II, by Ladas out of 
Catscradle, by St. Frusquin, next dam Catriona, 
by Bend Or, next dam by Macaroni. His sire 
*Hourless was a high-class 22-year-old and a great 
3-year-old. His dam *Clonakilty, while of little 
account as a race horse, was well bred and is a 
good producer. Besides Charley O. and Mike 
Hall, she is dam of the winners Solomon’s Kilts, 
Peggy Mac, Adalor T. and Cathop. Her sire, 
Catmint, was an excellent distance racer in 
England, his victories including the 2 5-8 mile 
Goodwood Cup and the 1 5-8 mile Prince of 
Wales’ Stakes. Catmint was by Spearmint out 
of the stakes-winning Red Lily, by Persimmon 
out of the stakes-winning Melody, all distance 
running stuff. Each of Charley O.’s grandparents 
had a near cross of St. Simon. The pedigree is 
almost one-sixth St. Simon. The only other in- 
breeding in five generations is to Rosicrucian. 

Charley O. was named by Mr. Eastman for 
Charles Oloff, manager of the Hall-Eastman 
Printing Co., of Chicago. The famous gelding 
Mike Hall was named for Mr. Eastman’s late 
partner in this firm. Mike Hall is now a pen- 
sioner at Beaumont Farm for the remainder of

FAIR GROUNDS REOPENS. 

HE Crescent City Jockey Club’s meeting, 

closed after the charity day racing of Sun- 
day, March 25, reopened Thursday, March 16, 
with a program of eight races, and will be closed 
with a charity day next Sunday, March 26. The 
Florida Derby, originally scheduled for last 
Saturday, March 18, was shifted to March 25, the 
last Saturday. It promises to attract a large field 
of 3-year-olds. 

Many horsemen are in financial difficulties as 
a result of the suspension of racing, and pro- 
vision has been made to set aside 15 per cent 
of all purse money paid out this week (except 
the Louisiana Derby) as a special fund for their 
relief. About $3,500 will be accumulated in this 
fund, and it will be distributed under the direc- 
tion of a committee of horsemen appointed for 
the purpose. 

The racing of March 17 at the Fair Grounds 
was marked by a disqualification, the third of the 
meeting. Prestige, Audley Farm filly, after 
finishing first in the substitute fifth race, was 
set back for interfering with Odd Star in the 
stretch. The purse was awarded to Ottie M., 
which finished a neck behind Prestige. Previous 
disqualifications during the meeting were those 
of Grand Baby and Platinum Blonde. 


PHARATIME BEATS 2-YEAR-OLDS. 

The first running of the Duncan F. Kenner 
Stakes ($1,500 added, 2-year-olds, four furlongs), 
at the Fair Grounds last Saturday, March 18, 
was expected to determine the championship 
among the 2-year-olds racing in New Orleans 
during the winter. It might have done so if the 
Audley Farm Stable’s Miss Patience, winner of 
all her three starts, had not been withdrawn 
from the overnight entries, and if Albert Sabath’s 
entry of Dan Sabath and Norman D. had not 
been eliminated from the running by mishaps. 
With the reservation that he had never met Miss 
Patience or Norman D. (he had defeated Dan 
Sabath), E. K. Bryson’s Pharatime (117), by his 
victory in the stakes, established himself as the 
leading 2-year-old of the New Orleans season. It 
was his second start and second win. E. Arcaro 
had him in front soon after the start. At the 
eighth pole he was caught by J. J. Robinson’s 
Annarita (117), by *Master Charlie, but the filly 
weakened and dropped back to third place as 
S. & J. Molay’s Charming Sir (120), by Sir Bar- 
ton, closed gamely and finished half a length be- 
hind the winner, whose lead he was cutting rap- 
idly. Annarita, the favorite, was a length and a 
half farther back, but five lengths ahead of F. 
Grand’s Grand Flight (111), fourth. The others 
were Pat Grand (114), Dan Sabath (117), Nor- 
man D. (120), Mad Passion (114). Norman D. 
came near falling when he ran up on the heels 
of Charming Sir after the first eighth, and was 
unable to recover the ground he lost. Dan Sa- 
bath ran out badly on the turn. The winner, 
third choice in the betting, paid $6.60 for $2. 
Time, :24, :48 4-5, track fast. Stakes division, 
$1,405, $300, $150, $50. 


CONTRAST. 

A horseman at New Orleans forwarded to a 
friend in Lexington the front page of The Morn- 
ing Tribune (New Orleans) of Monday, March 
13, directing his attention to the “contrast” in 
two marked articles. On page 1 was the story 
of a landlord who went to collect rent from about 


40 negro tenants, found them hungry, took them 
to a grocery, along with several other hungry 
families, bought them $70 worth of food and re. 
turned home rentless. On page 2 was the fol. 
lowing story: 

“Hungry race horses provide another angle to 
the present money shortage, according to requests 
made of W. E. Huger, superintendent of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals. 

“A group of horse owners who own only one 
or two horses each appealed for oats to feed 
their animals during the bank holiday,” Mr, 
Huger said. 

“The owners said that their money is tied up 
in out-of-town banks and it was impossible for 
them to buy food for their horses. Appeals 
made by them to the Fair Grounds management, 
they said, brought no relief. 

“Six sacks of oats were taken out to the 
horses Friday, Mr. Huger said, and C. R. Parker, 
2826 Esplanade avenue, one* of the owners, re- 
ported that this would be sufficient to feed nine 
animals through Monday, but that there were 
about 20 horses that needed food. ... ” 

This story and others attracted the attention 
of Mrs. Harry Williams, formerly Marguerite 
Clarke, movie actress. She telephoned Judge 
Joseph A. Murphy, general manager of the Fair 
Grounds, and offered to purchase feed for the 
horses during the bank holidays. Her offer was 
accepted. The track’s explanation as carried in 
racing newspapers: 

“*There were a number of horsemen in such a 
condition, but we have never had an appeal from 
them and, as a matter of fact, while they have 
certified Thoroughbreds in their care, we did not 
know the men themselves,’ stated one of the 
track officials. ‘We were investigating their 
status when Mrs. Williams offered to help out, 
so we let things drop and told her we would 
appreciate her kindness.’ 

“After Mrs. Williams offered assistance, the 
race track people figured that it made no differ- 
ence whether the men were horsemen or not.” 


J. H. PATTERSON’S SUIT. 

J. Harry Patterson, in a letter written from 
New Orleans to Fred A. Forsythe, secretary of 
the now defunct Thoroughbred Horse Associa- 
tion, Lexington, stated that he has filed a suit 
against the Crescent City Jockey Club and its 
officers, charging breach of contract. His peti- 
tion recites that he was notified January 10 to 
report January 22 for work at the Fair Grounds 
in the pari-mutuel department, but that, after 
being put off from time to time, he was finally 
informed by President John C. Schank that he 
would not be given any work. The amount sought 
is not stated in the letter. 


AUDLEY FARM STABLE HEADING NORTH. 

Joe F. Patterson is expected to leave New Or- 
leans for Kentucky this week with the Audley 
Farm horses, after having hung up a better 
record than any other stable racing there during 
the winter. 


JOHN B. CAMPBELL WEDS. 

John B. (Jack) Campbell, well known and ca- 
pable racing secretary, was married to Mrs. 
Esther Masterson, of Shreveport, La., in the 
courthouse at Gulfport, Miss., March 14. A few 
friends and relatives of the bride and groom were 
present. The first Mrs. Campbell died in Novem- 


ber, 1931, of injuries received in an automobile 
accident at Arkadelphia, Ark. 
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AGUA CALIENTE. 

HE meeting at Agua Caliente, suspended after 

the racing of Sunday, March 5, was resumed 
Friday, March 17, to run until Sunday, April 2. 
Originally scheduled to close Sunday, March 26, 
the day of the Agua Caliente Handicap running, 
the meeting was extended one week beyond that 
date. The suspension extended over 15 racing days. 
When the session is completed, the number of 
racing days will total 78. There will be a slight 
conflict with the Tanforan meeting at San Fran- 
cisco, Which opens Thursday, March 30, for an 
indefinite period. 

For the reopened meeting, most of the races 
were for $400 purses, a cut of 20 per cent from 
the previous $500 minimum. This reduction was 
in line with a petition presented to the manage- 
ment by owners at the track. The owners offered 
to accept $400 purses and suggested reductions 
also in the stakes races. Thus the Agua Caliente 
Handicap, to be run March 26, was reduced from 
$50,000 to $25,000 added, the Agua Caliente 
Derby (won last Sunday by Midshipman) from 
$3,000 to $2,000 added, the Agua Caliente Fu- 
turity from $2,500 to $1,500 added. 

Norman W. Church’s Gallant Sir, son of *Sir 
Gallahad, III, now seems so much of a “cinch” 
for the Agua Caliente Handicap, that the future 
book of William Koch had reduced the price 
against him to 3 to 5. Gallant Sir, with 126 
pounds up, made his third start of the meeting 
in an overnight handicap at a mile and 70 yards 
last Saturday, March 18. He carried 126 pounds 
to 111 on the New Zealand horse *Pillow Fight, 
but was made a 7-10 favorite in the mutuels. 
He won handily by half a length from A. Bartel- 
stein’s Old Depot, a 4-year-old son of My Play, 
carrying only 99 pounds. *Pillow Fight was 
third, another length and a half to the rear. It 
was the fifth consecutive win for Gallant Sir. 


MIDSHIPMAN’S AGUA CALIENTE DERBY. 

Kay Spence’s Midshipman (115), which had 
not been better than third in any of his six pre- 
vious starts this year, woke up in time to score 
an easy victory in the fourth running of the 
Agua Caliente Derby ($2,000 added, 3-year-olds, 
11-16 miles) last Sunday, March 19. Piloted by 
the young riding star, L. Bernius, he got into 
close quarters on the first turn, was eased back 
and moved up gradually on the outside, taking 
the lead in the stretch and winning by two 
lengths from the favorite, A. A. Baroni’s Bam- 
boula (110). The latter was crowded slightly in 
the stretch by the winner and in turn interfered 
with Loversall (113), which was tiring after 
setting the pace. Wood F. Axton’s Frank Or- 
mont (115) was third, a length behind Bamboula 
and a nose in front of Mrs. F. Farrar’s Axia 
(115). Others, in order of finish, were Gay World 
(115), Loversall, Beeson (115), Bonny Grafton 
(110). Time, :23 3-5, :47 2-5, 1:12 4-5, 1:39, 
1:46, track fast. Stakes division, $1,880, $450, 
$200, $100. 


MARES TO ARIZONA. 

Twenty mares purchased by Charles R. Thomp- 
Son, Lexington, for the account of R. T. Wilson, 
of Sewickley, Pa., were shipped from Lexington 
on March 17 to Mr. Wilson’s Fern Mountain 
Ranch, at Flagstaff, Ariz. The shipment was 
comprised of 16 Thoroughbred mares, three trot- 
ting mares and a saddle mare. They are to be 


used for the production of polo ponies and horses 

for riding purposes, but the better individuals 

may be reserved for racing on Western courses.

RIVERSIDE PARK. 

There were expressions at Jefferson City last 
week after the unexpected defeat of the Missouri 
pari-mutuel bill to the effect that it might, in 
the face of the Supreme Court’s decision last 
year, prove difficult to have race meetings at 
Riverside Park, Kansas City. However, the word 
comes that owners of the plant in Platte County 
have no intention to abate the sport. They are 
going right along with the improvements. The 
track is being expanded from about five furlongs 
to one mile, with two chutes, one for six-fur- 
long races and the other for 14-mile races. The 
grandstand is being moved 200 yards to the south 
of its former location. A new clubhouse is being 
built, and the stables have been moved and re- 
constructed. 

NOT INTERESTED. 

After a trip to prospective race track locations 
in the states of Washington and Oregon, James 
N. Crofton, former president of the Agua Cali- 
ente Jockey Club, returned to California, report- 
ing that he is not interested. The limit of 5 per 
cent take from pari-mutuels in Washington does 
not appeal to him. Can’t see any money to be 
made at that figure. Oregon did not look good 
to him because Portland seems to be the only 
populous point and he couldn’t see it supporting 
a meeting of more than 30 days. Agua Caliente 
experience appears to have done things to Mr. 
Crofton. 

TRACK AT PORTLAND. 

The Willamette Racing and Breeders’ Associa- 
tion has been formed at Portland to revive 
racing at the old Gresham track, which is to be 
increased to either six furlongs or one mile and 
where the buildings are to be remodeled. It is 
expected that the plant can be made ready by 
late May or early June. The same group is 
planning to institute dog racing at the Multomah 
civic stadium. Frank E. Watkins, former presi- 
dent of the Multomah Athletic Club, John W. 
Collier, leading Portland attorney, and L. W. 
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Hartman, former president of the Portland 
Chamber of Commerce, are among the _ incor- 
porators. It is said racing plants are also being 
planned for Eugene, Grant’s Pass and Roseburg. 


TO KEEP RACING CLEAN. 


The Times (Seattle), in the course of an 
editorial, says “racing can be kept on the square; 
that will be up to the commission,” and con- 
cludes: “One thing more: Under supervision of 
the racing commission the tracks in Washington 
should be owned, controlled and operated by citi- 
zens of the state. No encouragement should be 
given to an influx of outside ‘experts,’ or doubtful 
characters. The people—those who favor this 
enterprise and those who continue to question its 
morality—-will not be satisfied with any part of 
this business in the hands of persons whom they 
do not know.” 


MATTHEW BYRNES 
ATTHEW (MATT) BYRNES, one of the 
leading figures of the American Turf in the 
latter decades of the ninetenth century, died in a 
hospital at Long Branch, N. J., on the night of 
Sunday, March 19, a victim of pneumonia. High 
lights of his career: 

Born in Ireland in 1854, he came to America 
at an early age. He was first apprenticed to 
James Bevins, whose stable was on Long Island, 
as jockey; was for a brief time with Major 
Bacon, then with Wyndham Walden, next with 
August Belmont, by whom he was employed 
seven years. During these years he rode Glenelg, 
Kingfisher, etc. Forced by increasing weight to 
abandon the saddle, he bought a few horses and 
trained them. He trained for Lyme Hitchcock, 
of Boston, and shortly joined the staff of Jacob 
Pincus, then handling William Astor’s horses, 
and was made first assistant trainer when Pincus 
took over Pierre Lorillard’s stable. 

After Pincus went to England with the Loril- 
lard cracks, Mr. Byrnes was trainer of Mr. Loril- 
lard’s American racers. In this connection he 
had charge of Parole, *Pizarro, Dew Drop, Pon- 
tiac, Drake Carter, Wyoming, Hiwasse, Wanda, 
Aranza, Barrett, etc. When the Lorillard colors 
were temporarily retired from racing, Mr. Byrnes 
trained for the Dwyer Brothers a short while and 
then signed a contract to handle the horses of 
James B. Haggin, for whom he trained the cham- 
pions Salvator and Firenze, among others. In 
later years, he described Glenelg as the best horse 
he ever rode, Salvator as the best horse he ever 
saw, Firenze as the best mare he ever trained. 

Mr. Haggin’s decision to devote most of his 
attention to breeding rather than racing caused 
Mr. Byrnes to become trainer for Marcus Daly, 
for whom he developed such racers as Tammany, 
Scottish Chieftain, Montana and Senator Grady. 
Mr. Daly’s death soon ended this employment. 
For each of three wealthy employers he had won 
a Suburban Handicap, saddling for that race, 
which in those days was a “blue riband” event, 
Mr. Lorillard’s Pontiac, Mr. Haggin’s Salvator, 
and Mr. Daly’s Montana. 

After Mr. Daly’s death, Mr. Byrnes bought a 
farm at Eatontown, N. J., which he sold when 
he moved to California to take charge of ex- 
porting Mr. Haggin’s horses to the Argentine 
during the days when racing stock was made 
virtually worthless in America by adverse legis- 
lation. Several years ago he returned from Cali- 
fornia and since then had made his home at 
Asbury Park, N. J. 


ILLINOIS 


AFTER COLONEL WINN’S SCALP. 


HE annual meeting of stockholders of the 

American Turf Association is to be held at 
its offices in Chicago Monday, April 3. A group 
of stockholders, largely residents of Louisville, 
Ky., have organized in an effort to displace the 
present management and to put the Turf Asgo- 
ciation’s affairs in the hands of ‘directors, who 
can be relied upon to prevent wasteful dissipation 
of the assets and future income, to manage the 
corporation for the best interests and welfare of 
all stockholders, and to improve the company’s 
relations with horsemen and the public general- 
ly,” according to a letter sent out from Louis- 
ville, March 20 to stockholders of record. 

This letter is signed Stockholders Protective 
Committee and thereunder are given the names 
Walter H. Girdler, James G. Kirwan, Donald 
McDonald, Jr., Sam H. Stone and Milton S. Trost, 
The letter states that in the opinion of the con- 
mittee there is “urgent necessity for removing 
the officers who are now in control.’”’ It is further 
stated: “From reliable information which your 
committee has obtained it appears that during 
the past five years greatly excessive sums have 
been paid to present officers in the way of sal- 
aries; other very large sums have been wastefully 
and improperly expended by these officers as 
members of the executive committee, for which 
no accounting has been made; and in addition 
thereto large asset values have been dissipated 
and disposed of detrimental to the interest of 
stockholders.” 

James C. Stone, recent chairman of the United 
States Farm Board, a native Kentuckian, who is 
internationally known in business circles and 
who is a man of high standing, is proposed for 
the presidency of the Association to succeed Col. 
M. J. Winn. No other name is mentioned in the 
letter, but it states that “other well known and 
responsible men, acquainted with the problems of 
the company and well able to carry it along, will 
be secured to accept positions.’’ Stockholders are 
assured of large economies and proper and ef- 
ficient management with prospects of resumption 
of dividend payments, which have been suspended 
for two years, and with a corresponding increase 
in stock values. In conclusion the letter says: 
“We ask that you join us in securing a ‘New 
Deal’ for the stockholders of the American Turf 
Association.” The committee claims to have al- 
ready secured a clear majority of the 482,000 
shares of stock outstanding. 


RYAN GOES ABROAD. 

William (Palmer House) Ryan, in a note to 
THE BLOOD-HORSE, says he expects to sail Wed- 
nesday midnight of this week on the Europa for 
France and adds: “Will return for the Derby 
and Preakness if business over here shows im- 
provement by that time.”

LEXINGTON ADMISSIONS. 

NNOUNCEMENT was made last week-end 

by President Sewell Combs of the charges 
for admission during the Kentucky Association’s 
spring meeting of 13 days, beginning Saturday, 
April 8, and ending Saturday, April 22. It is not 
feasible, he said, to entirely abandon its free 
list of long usage and to adopt the plan of having 
an all-pay gate. He readily admitted that there 
are political obstacles, over which he and his as- 
sociates on the directorate have no control. 
Therefore the directors voted to lower the general 
admission price to the public to $1.81, plus federal 
tax of 19 cents, making the total $2. The price 
to the clubhouse is to be $2.72, plus federal tax 
of 28 cents, making $3. Previously the prices 
were $2 and $3 respectively, plus 10 per cent 
federal tax. Owners and trainers of horses on 
the grounds and in stables under control of the 
Kentucky Association are to have tax-free com- 
plimentary tickets, as are jockeys, stable em- 
ployees, track officials and employees, and work- 
ing members of the press. All others receiving 
complimentary tickets will be required to pay the 
federal tax and a service charge each day they 
attend. The service charge on general admissions 
is 31 cents and on clubhouse admissions 42 cents. 
Federal tax added, the recipients of daily ad- 
mission complimentary tickets will pay 50 cents 
and recipients of complimentary clubhouse tickets 
will pay 70 cents. 

“Heretofore the Kentucky Association willing- 
ly carried the cost of printing, issuing and mail- 
ing these complimentary badges and tickets, but 
in these times we just could not carry all the 
load,” said President Combs. “We feel that those 
who have in the past been recipients of our com- 
pliments and who will again be extended the 
courtesies of the course at the forthcoming meet- 
ing will find it a pleasure to aid us to the extent 
of this small service charge. We do not antici- 
pate that there will be any complaints about the 
change.” 


LEXINGTON BOOK. 

William H. Shelley, racing secretary, was in 
Lexington last week conferring with officials of 
the Kentucky Association concerning the meet- 
ing which opens Saturday, April 8. The condition 
book came off the press last week and is being 
distributed. 

Of the 104 races programmed, 26 are for 2- 
year-olds, seven of them being restricted to colts 
and geldings and nine to fillies. Thirty-nine races 
are for 3-year-olds and up of both sexes; four 
are for fillies and mares 3 years old and up; 14 
are for 4-year-olds and up; and one for 4-year- 
olds exclusively. Sixty of the 104 races have 
claiming conditions. Of the 44 non-claiming 
events, five carry the names and conditions— 
except that there are no nomination or starting 
fees—of the five Lexington stakes. 

Classified according to distance, 13 of the 2- 
year-old races are at four furlongs, 13 at four 
and one-half furlongs. Of the races for older 
horses, 35 are at the Futurity Course distance, 
170 feet less than six furlongs. The Ashland 


Oaks distance has been changed from a mile 
and 70 yards to a mile and 20 yards, being the 
only race at that distance. There are 22 races 
at a mile and 70 yards, 14 at a mile and a six- 
teenth, five at a mile and an eighth, one at a 
mile and a quarter. 


DEATH OF ALFRED COMBS. 

Alfred Combs, 88, founder of Combs Lumber 
Company, Lexington, died March 18 at Good 
Samaritan Hospital, Lexington, of which he was 
president-emeritus. Interment was in Lexington 
Cemetery March 20, after services at the First 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, of which he 
had been a steward for 34 years. Mr. Combs was 
the father of former State Senator Thomas A. 
Combs, also former chairman of the Kentucky 
State Racing * Commission; Stephen Sewell 
Combs, president of the Kentucky Association, 
and member of the State Racing Commission; I. 
Newton Combs, and James H. Combs, all identi- 
fied with the Combs Lumber Company. He is 
also survived by several grandchildren and by 
his second wife, Mrs. Alice M. Combs. 

HENRY IN KENTUCKY. 

Charles F. Henry, the live wire hunter, saddle 
and show horse man, of Devon, Pa., was in Lex- 
ington last week and was a caller at THE BLOOD- 
HORSE office in company with his friend Robert 
E. Moreland, who has a stud of excellent saddle 
horses at Kingston Farm and a string of good 
ones in training at his stables and grounds ad- 
joining the Lexington trotting track. Dr. Henry 
is planning a sale of riding horses including 
Thoroughbreds to be held at his place along 
about September 15. He had a sale there this 
month during the week of the bank holiday and 
came through that in good shape. The Septem- 
ber market should be good. 


DR. HAGYARD RETURNS. 

Dr. Edward W. Hagyard, noted Lexington 
veterinarian, has returned home from his vaca- 
tion, delightfully spent at Miami in company 
with his good friend C. E. Hamilton, of Coving- 
ton and Cincinnati. ‘The racing was great, far 
better than last winter, and the plant and patron- 
age were that much improved, too,” he said to 
THE BLOOD-HORSE, adding: “It is going to take 
better horses to win at Hialeah next season than 
was the case this year, for the big stables will 
be saving out some especially for the winter 
there. The game, as conditions throughout the 
country improve, as they naturally must, will 
justify their doing that.” 


RED WHISK’S WORKOUT. 

C. C. VanMeter sent the Kentucky Derby 
candidate, Red Whisk, 6 furlongs in 1:15 2-5 at 
the Kentucky Association track in the afternoon 
of Friday, March 17. The Whiskalong gelding, 
with a 121-pound exercise boy up, in addition 
to his tack, broke at the three-quarter pole and 
went the first quarter in :23 4-5 and three fur- 
longs in :36 before he was waved down to a 
slower gait. He went a little wide to avoid soft 
going near the rail. The work was the fastest 
yet reported for any Kentucky Derby candidate 
training in the North. Other trainers holding 
watches on the gelding made the work a little 
slower. 


SUCCEEDS JAMES HUKILL. 

Arthur Goldblatt arrived in Lexington last 
week and took charge of the Furst & Bauer 
horses formerly trained by James Hukill, who 
died Monday of last week. The few horses which 
Mr. Goldblatt was handling at Latonia for 
Samuel Furst were vanned to Lexington and 
added to the string at the Kentucky Associa- 
tion track.

GRAND NATIONAL. 


ATIONAL HUNT racing in England yields 

place this week to flat racing. The culmin- 
ation of the jumping season comes Friday of 
this week with the renewal of the Grand National 
Steeplechase over the famous Aintree course. 
Final acceptances for the Grand National left a 
field of 34 candidates eligible to go to the post, 
so that the field in all probability will be the 
smallest in several years, at least since 1926, 
when A. C. Schwartz’s Jack Horner won over 29 
others.

Announcement is made that a description of 
the Grand National running will be given over 
the American WEAF network at 10 o’clock 
Eastern Standard time, Friday, March 14. R. C. 
Lyle, sports announcer of the British Broadcast- 
ing Corporation, will call the race. 

The English flat racing season, scheduled to 
open Monday of this week, was cancelled because 
of the extremely wet condition of the Lincoln 
course. It was the first time in history for the 
opening of the flat racing to be cancelled. The 
Lincolnshire Handicap, first of the big spring 
stakes is run Wednesday of this week.
